the defendant- con^pany at Alder- r 
grove. ' Mr. Tait the .ma.naging dir-. 
lector of the defendant company, 
happened to .be at his mill "when 'in: 
accident occurred amd had a doc- 
tor telephoned for. The plain' lil 
iue.d tha Pernridge Lumber Com- 
pany, Limited, on the verbal under 
taking in Mr. Ta|t, and the judge 
held that ft peraon seeing anyoue 
jnjured ^Mcurea the , seirTicefl vol = a 
doctor to attend upon, the injurie-s 
IH li-able for 'the fees of the docli-jr 
notwathstandmg' ihe £aA that ne 
might have summoned the doctor 
from a purely humanitarian i)i>:iit 
ol view. The defendant company 
pleaded the statute, o£' frauds, but 
the judge maintained that the name 
did not apply, and gave judgment 
for the plaintiff.
